Directions 


a. This kit is not intended for modeiers 
under the age of 14. 

b. Wash parts with soap and water to remove 
mold release. Dry. 

c. Where necessary, sand seam lines and 
putty seams between pieces. 

d. Using adhesive of your choice, join parts as 
indicated in the diagram. We use 
superglue, supergel, or epoxy cement. 

o. Using paint of your choice, primer this 
wicked worm and then paint it as you wish. 
See Suggested Paint Scheme. We use 
acrylics and shading cakes. 

f. Now step back and admire your work.

Old Fred.Caucasian flesh and white hair
